Although  Mr.  Taylor  stated  that  he  had 
intended  to  offend  anyone  involved  the 
promotion  of  social  awareness  at  Selwyn 
House,  he  has  also  managed  to  insult  himself 

Mr.  Taylor's  essay  that  appeared  in  the 
last  issue  of  Nexus  represents  nothing  more 
than  a  hybrid  of  half-thought,  immature, 
selfish,  and  naive  ideas  neatly  organized  into 
sentences  and  columns.  One  cannot  forget  as 
well  to  give  due  respect  to  his  series  of 
obviously  relevant  puerile  alliterations  that 
indeed  did  make  his  essay  a  tremendous  piece 
of  literature.

As  well,  Mr.  Taylor  wrongly  assumes 
that  the  purpose  of  the  environment  board  is 
to  inform  people  of  global  ecological  chaos.  He 
proceeds  to  call  the  idea  "stupid"  and  displays 
his  pessimism  towards  its  serving  its  purpose. 
Furthermore,  he  states  that  "as  a  general  rule, 
young  people  are  the  most  environmentally 
aware  group  of  people  on  the  planet."  I  must 
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beg  to  differ  with  these  thoughts  on  the  basis 
that  the  purpose  of  the  board  has  been  entirely^ 
misinterpreted.  Also,  regarding  the  awarenes''^ 
of  the  world's  youth,  Mr.  Taylor  seems  a  bit 
confused.  Today's  youth  is  not  the  most  aware 
group  of  people.
